Samuel Love Killed by John Withers at 
Bronson, Kan. 


A DIVIDING LINE FENCE COMMENCED 
THE FATAL QUARREL. 


The Murderer Escapes, But Will Be 
Lynched If Caught—A British Child 
Slayer Executed — Embezzlement 
Charged—John O’Day Indicted—Gen- 
eral Criminal News—Brief Crime Notes. 


Bronson, Kan., April 26.—This town and 
the country for many miles about was last 
Right‘'thrown into a stateof great excite- 
ment by the murder of Samuel Love, an ex- 
‘tensive farmer and cattleman, by his 
neighbor, John Withers, also a well-to- 
do farmer. The trouble emanated from a 
controversy over the location of a fence dl- 
viding the two ranches, which was yesterday 
afternoon settled in favor of Love by the 
Township Board. Love was delegated to de- 
liver a written notice ofthe action of the 
‘board to Withers, and whilein the act 
of so doing Withers fired two loads 
of No. 8 shot into his left 


breast and back, killing himinstantly. The 
yourderer then mounted a fast horse and 
ed. He has not yet been captured, but the 
country is being scoured for him. If caught 
he will without GQoubt be lynched by the 
friends of Love, whoare greatly infuriated. 


. A RIOTER SHOT.

named Pearson, whowas at work notwith- 
standing the strike. They cailed him a biack- 


leg and pushed and crowded against him in 
such away astomake the man afraid they 
were about to assault him. Pearson, who 
Was armed with a pistol, drew it and told his 
Persecutors tokeep away. They kept push- 
ng and shouting and with derisive cries 
dared himto shoot. Pearson fired and se- 
verely wounded a man named Atkins who 
acted as a delegate of the strikers. Pearson 
was arrested and locked up by the police, 
who had some difficulty in protecting him 
from the violence of the mob.

PLOTTING ASSASSINS

Fifteen of the Ringleaders Arrested in 
Bulgaria. 


LIVES OF THE SULTAN AND PRINCE 
FERDINAND ENDANGERED. 


Prompt Police Work Unveils the Murder- 
ous Conspiracy—International Ques- 
tions Involved—Canadian Finances— 
General Foreign News and Brief 
Cablegrams. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 26.—The discovery 
ofthe plot at Rustchuck toassassinate the 


Sultan, Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
and the Bulgarian Ministers, as was 


announced in these dispatches on _ Sun- 
day last, was due to information 
received by the Porte that certain Armenians 
were arranging for the manufacture of bombs 
to be used In blowing up the principal bulild- 
ings in Constantinople and in terrorizing the 
inhabitants. 

The information indicated that the town of 
Rustchuck was the center of the plot. The 
police secretly informed the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment of the existence of theplot. The 
Bulgarian authorities acted with the 
greatest promptitude and arrested fifteen 
of the ringleaders in the conspiracy. 
They also seized a quantity of explosives. 
The names of the men arrested have not been 
made public. The Porte is highly gratified at 
the prompt and successful action of the 
Bulgarian Government. 

It was discovery of the ramifications of this 
conspiracy which induced the Bulgarian 
Government to demand of the Porte a few 
days ago, in a note couched in cutting terms, 
surrender. of a part of the conspirators 
who it believed were being harbored by 
Constantinople through the influence of 
Russia. It was this note of the Bulgarian 
Government which probably led the authori- 
ties in Constantinople to act with promptness 
in giving information which led to the ar- 
rests of the plotters. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


TRADE RELATIONS DISOUSSED IN THE CANA- 
DIAN PARLIAMENT, 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 26.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday during the debate on Mr. 
McNelll’s resolution asking the admission of 
Canadian products to the markets of the 
United Kingdom on more favorable terms 
than is accorded tothe products of foreign 
countries and calling for a reduction in Cana- 
dian duties on British manufactured goods, 
Mr. Skinner said that colonial existence 
could not last forever and was not conducive 
to national life. 

Mr. Kilmor opposed the resolution as not 
being loyal. 

Hon. G, E. Foster gave ae review of 
Canada’s trade relations and supported the 
resolution. 

It was moved by Hon. L. H. Davies, 
seconded by Mr. W. Paterson, to amend the 
resolution by providing that, as Great 
Britain admitted Canadian products free of 
duty, Canada should abolish the duties on 
products mainly British. R 

Sir Jonn Thompson seconded the amend- 
ment and was answered by Mr. Charleston. 

The debate continued until 11 o’clock, when 
a division was taken and the amendment was 
lost by 64ayes to 98 nays. The vote on the 
motion was 97 yeas to 63 nays, a Government 
majority of 34. 

A reply has been received from the New- 
foundland Government to the dispatch sent 
some time ago, when Canada proposed a 
conference and suggested that in the mean- 
time Newfoundland suspend her unfriendly 
action and Canada would again 
allow Newfoundland fish to enter Canada 
free. The answer is not made in-a friendly 
or conciliatory spirit, but is simply an inti- 
Mation that no concession can be made un- 
less Canada first agress to withdraw all 
opposition to the ratification of the Bond- 
Blaine treaty. This leaves matters as they 
were and for the moment there does not 
seem mug¢h immediate hope of any change in 
the unfriendly attitude of Newfoundland, 


AUSTRIA’S CONGRESS. 

VIENNA, April 26.—The Reichsrath assem- 
bled to-day on the summons of the Emperor. 
The negotiations between the Austrian and 
Hungarian Finance .Ministers for the settle- 
ment of the currency question are stated to 
have led to an agreement on several im- 
portant points, but they are not yet con- 
cluded. In the course of the conferences 
several draftsof schemes were submitted, 
but nothing authentic has transpired in re- 
gard totheir tenor and all of the statements 
concerning them must therefore be received 
with caution. The deliberations which have 
been proceeding between the ministers and 
the delegates of the Rothschilds has merely 
served to record information to the two 
parties. As matters now stand the currency 
bills will probably come on for discussion 
during the first few days of the session. 


THE VENEZUELA WAR. 
MARICAIBO, Venezuela, April 26.—The Fed- 
eralists have fought another battle with the 
government troops and again scored a vic- 
tory. The fight occurred on the plains near 
Valencia, this exactly suiting the Federalists. 
The majority of them were lanciers. De- 
tails of the loss on both sides have not yet 
been received here, but the encounter is said 
to be accompanied by the usual numberof 
desertions from Palacio’s ranks to those of 


QUEEN VICTORIA. 

BERLIN, April 26.—Queen Victoria arrived 
at Darmstadt to-day and was received by her 
grand-son, the Grand Duke and others of her 
royal kindred in Germany.

TO ACCOMPLISH HER RUIN. 


Mrs. Wasserkrug Alleges Her Husband 
Hired a Man-—The Husband’s Denial. 


Some rather startling testimony was de- 
veloped in the Court of Criminal Correction 
this afternoon in the trial of the case of Isaac 
Wasserkrug, charged with wife abandon- 
ment. Wasserkrug and his wifeare middle- 
aged people of respectable appearance 
who came here a short time ago 
from Texarkana, Ark. Mrs. Emma Wasser- 
krug, a rather comely woman about 3 years 
of age, when called to the stand 
claimed that her husband had not 
been supporting her for some weeks and 
that he had abandoned her. She alleged that 
she had been informed by Abe Swartz that 
her husband hadtold him (Swartz) that he 
wanted toget rid of her, and that in order 
to secure a divorce claimed that he hed en- 
deavored to get a friend of his to accomplish 
herruin. He had, she testified, neglected 
her completely after their removal to this 
city. They had been living at the Hotel 
Barnum until a few weeks ago, when her 
husband deserted her, she alleged, 
and she went to a »boarding-house 
kept by Swartz at No. 607 Morgan street. Her 
husband, she claimed, would suggest to her 
that she ought to gotocertain places, and 
then instead of taking her out himself 
would get ai friend of his to 
take her. Swartz had told her 
that her husband had statedto himthat he 
had purposely thrown herinthe company of 
this manin order that her ruin might be 
accomplished. 

She had been guilty of no wrong-doing, she 
claimed, but at the boarding- house her hus- 
band had come upon them one evening while 
they were ina room together having a bottle 
of beer. The doors and windows of the room, 
she claimed were open. 

During her testimony John I. Martin, rep- 
resenting the prosecution, and ex-Gov.Chas. 
P. Johnson, attorney for the defend- 
ant, had some very hot words 
about the relevancy of a letter 
Offered in testimony by the defendants. 
Martin claimed it was a put-up joband was 
spoken to most harshly by the opposing 
counsel. Mr. Martin, in his anger, finally 
cried out to Mr. Johnson: ‘‘If you want satis- 
faction you know where to get it.’’ 

Mrs. Wasserkrug claimed that she married 
her husband April 7, 1889, and that they had 
one child 8 years of age. She also claimed 
that he was worth $10,000 and came to this 
city to go into businesss. 

Abe Swartz, the boarding-house keeper, 
testified that Wasserkrug had told him that 
he had hired a man toruin his wife. Swartz 
also testified to having informed Mrs. Wasser- 
thy of what he alleges her husband told

Court took a recess with Wasserkrug on the 
stand. After recess he testified that during 
the intermission in the court proceedings 
Wasserkrug had approached him and threat- 
ened to kill him for testifying to what he did. 

Wasserkrug afterward took the stand 
and dented the statements of 
Swartz that he had told him 
he had hired aman to ruin Mrs. Wasserkrug, 
and he made serious allgations against her

A NAPOLEON RELIC, 


Memento of the Great Emperor Found in a 
Curiosity Shop. 


From the Boston Herald. 


In a queer little store, heaped’with all sorts 
of curlosities, a Herald man a day or two ago 
discovered amongthe old pewter mugs and 
time-stained prints a heap of medals from 
the scattered collection of some enthusiast. 
There were several bearing the head of Her 
Most Gracious Britannic Majesty, with differ- 
ent inscriptions upon the reverse. Upon one 
was a sphinx and the words, ‘‘Egypt, 1885.’’ 
Another had been the reward of. some poor 
fellow who endured the hardships of the 
trenches before Sebastopol, when the allies 
held the Russian bear in check during that 
terrible winter. A Turkish medal, referring 


| to the same campaign, was also among the 


lot. But. most interesting of all—and, of 
course, most valuable—was a cross of the 
Legion of Honor of the great Napoleon. These 
are very rare, although those distributed by 
the head ofthe thirdempire with such a 
lavish hand, are rather Common. But the one 
in hand, hanging from the worn crim- 
son ribbon, had been presented to some 
brave or learned man by the 
great leader himself, The white 
enamel had been slightly chipped from the 
ends of the five- pointed cross, but the jewel 
was remarkably well preserved. The center 
was of gold and bore the head of the Em- 
peror, with a green wreath of oak and laurel 
surrounding the medallion. n the reverse 
and corresponding to the latter were the tri- 
colors crossed, with the words, ‘*‘Honneur et 
Patrie,’’ encircling them. So rare are these 
crosses that it is thought the one now in Bos- 
ton is the sole specimen in this country. 
There are several collectors in this city who 
prize such treasures, soit will probgbly re- 
main here in some private cabinet.

A Refined gnd Well-to-Do Woman Con- 
fesses That She Has Taken Hundred’s 
of Dollars’ Worth of Goods—A Deplora- 
ble Scene in Cé#pt.

Capt. Young’s office at the Four Courts pre- 
sented a very unusual scene about naon 
to-day. Mrs. Lucy Ferguson, the klepto- 
maniac arrested at Sonnenfeld’s store yester- 
day, sat inachairat one end ofthe room, 
and directly in front of her “stood 
Mr. Dick Meyer, a buyer for B. 
Nugent & Bro. Tohisright ashe faced her 
stood an open Saratoga trunk filled with 
piece goods, bonnets, ladies’ shawls, corsets, 
handkerchiefs, bits of lace, buttons and 


shoes, false hair and, in fact, a little of 
about everything to be found in a 
ary goods store or general variety store that 
would be: considered specially attractive to 
ladies. The articles all appeared to be brand 
* pew, just from the store. 

‘*‘Did you buy this?’’ Mr. Meyer asked of 
Mrs. Ferguson, nolding up a lace collar. 

**No, sir, that belongs to Mr. Crawford,’’ 
was the answer, and Mr. Meyer pitched the 
collar into a chair next to the gentleman 
representing D. Crawford &Co. Along two 
sides of the room stood about a dozen gentle- 
men representing Nugent’s, Barr’s, Sonnen- 
feld’s, Green’s, Penny & Gentles*, Craw- 
ford’s, the Parisian Cloak Co., Scruggs. 
Vandevoort & Barney’s and other well-known 
St. Louis houses, and at the side of each was 


a chair. 

One byone Mr. Meyer lifted the articles 
from the trunk and held them upto the view 
of all present and waited for Mrs. Ferguson’s 
answer. It generally came without any per- 
ceptible hesitation and in only a few 
fmstances was the first answer cor- 
rected. This article she had bought and 
that one she had taken without buying from 
this or that store, and as the store was 
named the article was tossed over to the pile 
belonging to it. There were several. 
hundred pieces in the trunk, and when 
the examination of -Mrs. Ferguson was 
finished every chair was filled with 
pieces of dry goods and notions. One ofthe 
piles consisted of articles which Mrs. Fergu- 
son claimed to have bought and the others 
represented the goods she confessed to hav- 
ing stolen. The store tags were stillon many. 
of the articles, and in no instance was it found 
that Mrs. Ferguson had made a mistake in 
naming the store from which she had taken 
anarticle. It was a terrible ordeal for her to 

o through and those present expected to see 
Ser break down but she bore up to the ena. 

After it was all over Mrs. Ferguson told a 
Post-DisPaTCH reporter that she had no con- 
trol of berself whatever when ‘‘in one of 
those big dry goods stores.’’ 

**It’s terrible,’’ she said, ‘‘and I’d give 
aber if I could resist the temptation, but 

can’t.’’ 

** How long have you been doing this?’’ 

‘*Only since the holidays.’’ 

‘*Do you remember how you first came to 
take something without paying for it?’’ 

**Yes; it was in Barr’s store during the last 
holidays. I intended to pay for it-—it wasa 
handkerchief—but there was such a crowd 
to wait on that I went off without 

aying for it. That was my first of- 
ense and after that the temptation to 
take things came over me when I en- 
tered one of those stores and it 

ew on me until I was unable to resist it. O, 
t’s terrible. I don’t know what I'll do.’’ 

‘‘What did you want with all those 
hi sa 

“Nothing @gtall. I didn’t use any of them 
and had no use forthem. Ijust put them in 
the trunk and kept them there. No, I was 
never arrested before and was never caught 
taking things until yesterd No one inthe 
family suspected what I wa® doing until my 
arrest’’ 

Mrs. Ferguson saidthat her husband was 
formerly connected with the Ensler Publish- 
ing Co. of New York City, but that he met 
with a terrible railroad roe on his 
way home from New York two years ago 
and hadn't done anything since. She had 
three children, the oldest a son of 27 years 
and the youngest a daughter of 14. The old- 
est Saushter is raarried. The family came to 
St. Louis from Virginia about fourteen years 
ago. They are well off and move in good 
society. 

When the representatives of the dry goods 
stores left Capt. Young’s office, it was with 
the understanding that they would meet 
there again at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
and proceed to Mr.- Estep’s office 
and there swear out a score or 
more of warrants for grand and petit larceny 
against Mrs. Ferguson, and they were then 
~to go to the Ferguson residence, 3719 Bell 
avenue, and examine the house for more 
stolen property.

Story of a Tiny, Shattered Mirror That 
Hangs in Inspector Schaack’s Office.

The thief glanced up just 
before his hand closed over the jewel-case, 
and saw reflected in the mirror before him 
the hand and arm of a man outstretched to 
seize him. It was really the refiection of his 
own arm rereflected from the tiny mirror in 
the corner, but his beating heart and evil 
conscience gave him no time for reflection.

‘ A CURIOUS PARADOX. 


Why a Pound of Feathers Is Heavier Than 
a Pound of Lead. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 


Which isthe heavier,a pound of feathers 
ora pound of lead? This was a favorite ques- 
tion with ‘‘school committeemen’’ of the 
olden time, and the first rash answer used 
almost always to be, ‘‘A pound of lead!’’ 
Then, from the older pupils, would come the 
reply, ‘‘Both alike.’’ If this question were 
asked to-day our old-time querist might re- 
ceive a decided surprise, for the pound of 
feathers could easily be proved to be the 
heavier. Asimple experiment is all the evi- 
dence needed. 

With any accurate scales weigh outa pound 
of lead, using ordinary shot for convenience, 
Pour the shot into one ofthe pans of a bal- 
ance. 

For the feathers a light muslin bag will be 
needed, and care must be taken that feathers 
and bag together donot weigh more thana 
pound. When the bag of feathers is put into 
the other part of the balance the beam wiil, 
ork a few oscillations, come torest exactly 

evel. 

So far the verdict ‘‘Both alke’’ seems tobe 
proved. But place the balance upon the re- 
ceiver of an air pump, with lead and feath- 
ers undisturbed. Coverthe whole with the 
giass bell Jarand exhaust the air. Slowly 
the feathers sink and the lead ‘‘kicks the 
beam.’’ The pound of feathers is heavier 
than the pound of lead. 

The truth is that. what we called a 
*‘*pound’’ was not suchinfact. For the at- 
mosphere buoys up everything within it in 
proportion to the bulk of the object, and the 
feathers, being of greater bulk than the lead, 
are supported by the air to a considerably 
greater extent than the lead. Removed from 
this supporting medium, their true weight is 
made evident. 

Charles Reade propounds a similar ques- 
tion. In one of his novelsa Jewish trader is 
made to ask: ‘*Which is the heavier, a pound 
of feathers ora pound of gold?’’ After awhile 
he explainsto the satisfactionof his audi- 
ence of miners that the feathers are the 
heavier. 

Gold, hesays,is weighed by troy weight, 
while feathers are weighed by avoirdupols; 
and as the twelve ouncesina pound of troy 


contain but 5,760 grains, while the avoirdu- 


pois pound contains 7,000 grains, the pound 
of feathers is, of course, 1,240 grains heavier 
than the pound of gold.

DANGER IN MEAT DIET. 


Lime Water or the Alkalines Should Be 
Used With the Felsh Pots. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The evils of a meat diet are being appreciat- 
ed by many high livers in cities,and these are 
being counteracted partly by the wealthy in 
addiog more fruits and vegetables to their 
tables during the winter. The cheapness of 
meat anda peculiarcraving which the sys- 
tem seems to have for meat have gradually 
made it common for city peopleto live almost 
entirely off meat in the winter months. Meat 
is eaten three times a day in quantities, and 
the excessive use of such a diet is that rheu- 
matic and gout temperaments are acquired. 
These temperaments are on the increase, and 
they are largely Gue tothe excessive use of 
meat. 

Lime water counteracts the evils of this diet 
to a large extent. Alkaline waters of all 
kinds have a@ tendency toactasa dilutent 
and hence are beneficialto persons addicte 
toa heavy meat diet. “Lime water hasa ten- 
dency to makethildréenm grow, and in coun- 
tries where the drinking water is heavily im- 
preqnetes withit, the men are apt to be tall. 

t is now used Very extensively in the milk for 
children, but tfshould ‘not be restricted to 
children, forinthis meat-eating generation 
men need it, too, Fora perfect sanitary diet, 
alkaline water is needed for every person who 
eats heavily of meat, and this means nearly 
every body except the Vegetarians.

‘Wide Destruction Left in Ita. Path 


Through Ontario, . 


MANY FARM-HOUSES LEVELED AND/ 


LIVE STOCK KILLED. 


Thrilling Experience of a Family—Their 
House Lifted From Over Them and 
Twisted to Splinters — Nine Bodies 
Recovered From the Lytle Colliery— 
Fatal Railway Collision. 


BELLEVILLE, Ontario, April 26.—A report 
has reached here ofa destructive cyclone 
which visited the northern townships of 
Hastings County, leaving widespread ruin in 
its wake, The force of the storm was most 
severely Yelt in the townships of Carlow, 
Mayo and Mount Eagle. Thomas Labo of 
Mount Eagle and James Robinson had all 
their buildings blown down, killing part of 
thei stock. Louis Levecs’ barn was carried 
away and torn to pieces and Alfred Arm- 
strong’s house was demolished. Parts of the 
building were carried over a mile and rs el 
ited in the woods. Even their clothing 
which was packed in trunks, was carri 
across into the woods, Pieces of the trunks 
were subsequently seen, but nothing more. 
Their bed clothes weretorn to pieces and 
carried away. They lost everything they 
owned. Armstrong was away from home, 
His wife and children were in the house when 
the door blew open, and all rantoshbut it, 
which act saved their lives. Just as they 
were trying to close the door the whole build- 
ing was carriedaway.

AN ALARM FOR POISONS. 


Contrivance That Rings a Bell When a 
Deadly Bottle Is Taken Up.

When reading an account of Mr. Menneil’s 
bottle stand, by which the padvertent use of 
poisonous drugs may be avOided, a very in- 
genious electrical contrivance which I saw 
about two years agointhe establishment of 
a chemist at a well-known seaside 
resort was called to my mind. 
Under each bottle containing a poisonous 
substance, as it stood on its shelf, was placed 
asmall metallic disc, which was connnected 
by a wire with a battery. When a bottle was 
removeda bell was immediately rung, and 
continued to ring until it (the bottle) was 
replaced, thus giving unmistakable evidence 
of the fact that a poisonous drug had been 
touched.

ATTAR OF ROSES, 


Southern Roumelia the Most Important 
Center forthe Oultivation of Roses. 


Frem the New York Sun. 

The most important center in the world for 
the cultivation of roses and the manufacture 
of the attar of roses is the kasanlyk—a word 
signifying ‘‘region of alembics’’—in southern~ 
Roumelia. In that country two species of 
roses are cultivated—the red damask rose 
and a fragrant white rose. Oneacre of rose 
trees usually produce 2,400 pounds of rose 
petals. The distillation of this perfumed 


| mass yields only one pound of essential oil. 


The total production of that region in ag 
year is 6,000 pounds of essence; it averages 
from 3,200 to 3,400 pounds, counting in all 
kinds of seasons. The value of the essence 
varies from $80 to $90 a pound. 

The business of gatheriug the rosesis the 
work of the women. Their hands, hardened 
by usage, do not feel the thorns, In the 
course of the work their fingers become 
covered with a blackish rosin having the 
odor of turpentine. This substance they 
scra off carefully at night androll into 
tiny balls which are usedin making cigar- 
ettes, the substance impartinga delicious 
odor to the tobacco smoke, 

Buyers of the essence of roses suffer from 
the frequent practice of a fraud, which con- 
sists inthe addition of a greater or less pro- 
portion of oil of rose geranium, Itis, how- 
ever, easy to detect the adulteration, since its 
result is to lower the temperature of conden- 
sationof essence | three or four degrees. 

The distillation of rosesisa prosperous in- 
dustry in Provence, where the rose of Proy- 
ence (Rosa centifolia) grows abundantly. 
But that rose is less rich in oil than its sisters 
in Turkey. Toobtain one pound of essence 
at least 60,000 pounds of roses are required, 
The French essence is sold for$200 a quart. 
About five years ago the industrial cultiva- 
tion of the rose was introduced into Saxony, 
in the neighborhood of Leipsic. Fifteen acres 
ef the Provence roses are under cultivation 
now in that place. Indla also produces a 
small quantity of essence of roses of a high 
perfume, but it is not exported.

ladies. The articles all appeared to be brand 
new, just from the store. 

‘*Did you buy this?’’ Mr. Meyer asked of 
Mrs. Ferguson, nolding up a lace collar. 

**No, sir, that belongs to Mr. Crawford,’’ 
was the answer, and Mr. Meyer pitched the 
collar into a chair next to the gentleman 
representing D. Crawford &Co. Along two 
sides of the room stood about a dozen gentle- 
men representing Nugent’s, Barr’s, Sonnen- 
feld’s, Green’s, Penny & Gentles*, Craw- 
ford’s, the Parisian Cloak Co., Scruggs. 
Vandevoort & Barney’s and other well-known 
St. Louis houses, and at the side of each was 
a@ chair. 

One byone Mr. Meyer lifted the articles 
from the trunk and held them upto the view 
of all present and waited for Mrs. Ferguson’s 
answer.

FIRED AT HIS OWN REFLECTION. 


Story of a Tiny, Shattered Mirror That 
Hangs in Inspector Schaack’s Office.

Hanging on the wall of Inspector Schaak’s 
room in the East Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion isa tiny mirror. The glass is cracked 
and shattered, and in one corner is a jagged 
bullet hole.

owner the loss of $25,000. In October, 
i890, the mirror was hanging in the 
boudoir of Mrs. George Higu, 61 Bellevue 
place. The evening of Uct. 8, 1890, Mrs. High 
and several guests were preparing to goto a 
reception. ‘ihe diamonds and other jewels 
which the - ladies intended to wear were 
spread out upon the dresser in Mrs. High’s 
room. It was 7 o’clock and Mr. and Mrs. 
High, with their guests, had just gone down 
to dinner. Two burgiars, who had evidently 
been concealed in the alley, took advantage 
of the Opportunity to enter the house. 

They raised a ladder to the second- story 
window and one of the men mouuted. As he 
stepped inside the room the glitter of the 
jewels OD the dressing-case caught his eye. 
iie crept forward with outstretched hand to 
seizethem. The little mirror then hung in 
the corner directly opposite the larger glass 
in the dresser. The thief glanced up just 
before his hand closed over the jewel-case, 
and saw reflected in the mirror before him 
the hand and arm of a man outstretched to 
seize him, It was really the reflection of his 
own arm rereflected from the tiny mirror in 
the corner, but hig beating heart and evil 
conscience gave him no time for reflection. 
With an oath he drew his revolver, and, 
wheeling suddenly, fired at the phantom man 
in the smaller mirror. ‘hen, before the 
smoke Cleared away, herushed to the win- 
dow and clambered down the ladder to the 
ground.

‘ A CURIOUS PARADOX. 


Why a Pound of Feathers Is Heavier Than 
a Pound of Lead. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 


Which isthe heavier, a pound of feathers 
ora pound of lead? This was a favorite ques- 
tion with ‘‘school committeemen’’ of the 
olden time, and the first rash answer used 
almost always to be, ‘‘A pound of lead!’’ 
Then, from the older pupils, would come the 
reply, ‘‘Both alike.’’ If this question were 
asked to-day our old-time querist might re- 
ceive a decided surprise, for the pound of 
feathers could easily be proved to be the 
heavier. Asimple experiment is all the evi- 
dence needed. 

With any accurate scales weigh outa pound 
of lead, using ordinary shot for convenience, 
Pour the shot into one of the pans of a bal- 
ance. 

For the feathers a light muslin bag will be 
needed, and care must be taken that feathers 
and bag together donot weigh more thana 
pounds. When the bag of feathers is put into 
the other part of the balance the beam will, 
orkeej a few oscillations, come torest exactly 

evel, 

So far the verdict ‘‘Both alke’’ seems to be 
proved. But place the balance upon the re- 
ceiver of an air pump, with lead and feath- 
ers undisturbed. Coverthe whole with the 
giass bell Jarand exhaust the air. Slowly 
the feathers sink and the lead ‘‘kicks the 
beam.’’ The pound of feathers is heavier 
than the pound of lead. 

the truth is that what we called a 
**pound’’ was not suchinfact. For the at- 
mosphere buoys up everything within it in 
proportion to the bulk of the object, and the 
feathers, being of greater bulk than the lead, 
are supported by the air to a considerably 
greater extent than the lead. Removed from 
this supporting medium, their true weight is 
made evident. 

Charles Reade propounds a similar ques- 
tion. In one of his novelsa Jewish trader is 
made to ask: ‘*Which is the heavier, a pound 
of feathers or a pound of gold?’’ After awhile 
he explainsto the satisfactionof his audi- 
ence of miners that the feathers are the 
heavier. 

Gold, hesays,is weighed by troy weight, 
while feathers are weighed by avoirdupois; 
and as the twelve ounces ina pound of troy 
contain but 5,760 grains, while the avoirdu- 
pois pouns.contains 7,000 grains, the pound 
of feather® 5, of course, 1,240 grains heavier 
than the pound of gold.

DANGER IN MEAT DIET. 


Lime Water or the Alkalines Should Be 
Used With the Felsh Pots. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The evils of a meat diet are being appreciat- 
ed by many high livers in cities,and these are 
being counteracted partly by the wealthy in 
adding more fruits and vegetables to their 
tables during the winter. The cheapness of 
meat anda pecullarcraving which the sys- 
tem seems to have for meat have gradually 
made it common for city peopleto live almost 
entirely off meat in the winter months. Meat 
is eaten three timesa day in quantities, and 
the excessive use of such a diet is that rheu- 
matic and gout temperaments are acquired. 
These temperaments are on the increase, and 
they are largely due tothe excessive use of 
meat. 

Lime water counteracts the evils of this diet 
to a large extent. Alkaline waters of all 
kinds have @ tendency toactasa dilutent 
and hence are beneficialto persons addicte 
to a heavy meat diet. “Lime water hasa ten- 
dency to makethildrenm grow,and in coun- 
tries where the drinking water is heavily im- 
pregnated witht, the men are apt to be tall. 
lt is now used Very extensively in the milk for 
children, but ?t@should not be restricted to 
children, forinthis meat-eating generation 
men need it, too. Fora perfect sanitary diet, 
alkaline water is needed for every person who 
eats heavily of meat, andthis means nearly 
every body except. the Vegetarians.

MANY FARM-HOUSES LEVELED AND 


LIVE STOCK KILLED. 


Thrilling Experience of a Family—Their 
House Lifted From Over Them and 
Twisted to Splinters — Nine Bodies 
Recovered From the Lytle Colliery— 
Fatal Railway Collision. 


BELLEVILLE, Ontario, April 26.—A report 
has reached here ofa destructive cyclone 
which visited the northern townships of 
Hastings County, leaving widespread ruin in 
its wake. The force of the storm was most 
severely Yelt in the townships of Carlow, 
Mayo and Mount Eagle. Thomas Labo of 
Mount Eagle and James Robinson had all 
their buildings blown down, killing part of 
thei stock. Louis Levecs’ barn was carried 
away and torn to pieces and Alfred Arm- 
strong’s house was demolished. Parts of the 
building were carried over a mile and x MG 
ited in the woods. Even their clothing 
which was packed in trunks, was carri 
across into the woods. Pieces of the trunks 
were subsequently seen, but nothing more. 
Their bed clothes weretorn to pieces and 
carried away. They lost everything they 
owned. Armstrong was away from home. 
His wife and children were in the house when 
the door blew open, and ali rantoshut it, 
which act saved their lives.

BODIES RECOVERED. 


ALL BUT ONE OF THE LYTLE COLLIERY VICTIMS 
ACCOUNTED FOR. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., April 26.—The bodies of 
three of those who were drowned at the Lyte 
Coal Co.’s workson Wednesday afternoon 
last were reached about 8so’clock last even- 
ing, and five others, one of whom was John 
Zerby, were discovered during the night. 
This morning the rescuing party ars still at 
work searching for the ninth and last body in 
the inundated mine. In all there were twelve 
men imprisonedin the mine;twoof them, 
Dolbin and Bell, were resued alive; Buggy was 
found dead on Sunday, and Italians durio 
last night, leaving one Italian unaccounte 
forasyet. Thecorner’s inquest will hardly 
be held before the end of the week in order to 
give the worn colliery officials and employes 
an opportunity of obtaining needed rest, as 
some of the rescuers have been on almost 
constant duty ever since the accident oc- 
curred last Wednesday.

AN ALARM FOR POISONS. 


Contrivance That Rings a Bell When a 
Deadly Bottle Is Taken Up.

When reading an account of Mr, Menneil’s 
bottle stand, by which the igadvertent use of 
poisonous drugs may be avOided, a very in- 
genious electrical contrivance which I saw 
about two years agointhe establishment of 
a chemist at a well-known seaside 
resort was called to my mind. 
Under each bottle containing a poisonous 
substance, as it stood on its shelf, was placed 
a small metallic disc, which was connnected 
by a wire with a battery. When a bottle was 
removeda bell was immediately rung, and 
continued to ring until it (the bottle) was 
replaced, thus giving unmistakable evidence 
ofthe fact that a poisonous drug had 
touched. In aword, theaction was that of 
an ordinary electric bell reversed—i, e., the 
bell rang when pressure Oa the disc, caused 
by the weight of the bottle, was removed, 
and vice versa.

ATTAR OF ROSES. 


Southern Roumelia the Most Important 
Center forthe Oultivation of Roses. 


Frem the New York Sun. 

The most important center in the world for 
the cultivation of roses and the manufacture 
of the attar of roses is the kasanlyk—a word 
signifying ‘‘region of alembics’’—in southern 
Roumelia. that country two species of 
roses are cultivated—the red damask rose 
and a fragrant white rose. Oneacre of rose 
trees usually produce 2,400 pounds of rose 
petals. The distillation of this perfumed 


ood } mass yields only one pound of essential oil. 


The total production of that region in a g 
year is 6,000 pounds of essence; it averages 
from 3,200 to 3,400 pounds, counting in all 
kinds of seasons. The value of the essence 
varies from $80 to $90 a pound. 

The business of gatheriug the rosesis the 
work of the women. Their hands, hardened 
by usage, do not feel the thorns. In the 
course of the work their fingers become 
covered with a blackish rosin having the 
odor of turpentine. This substance they 
vay © off carefully at night androll into 
tiny balls which are usedin making oper. 
ettes, the substance impartinga delicious 
odor to the tobacco smoke. 

Buyers of the essence of roses suffer from 
the frequent practice of a fraud, which con- 
sists inthe addition of a greater or less pro- 
portion of oil ofrose geranium. It is, how- 
ever, easy to detect the adulteration,since its 
result is to lower the temperature of conden- 
sationof essence by three or four degrees. 

The distillation of roses isa prosperous in- 
dustry in Provence, where the rose of Proy- 
ence (Rosa centifolia) grows abundantiy. 
But that rose is less rich in oil than its sisters 
in Turkey. Toobtain one pound of essence 
at least 60,000 pounds of roses are required, 
The French essence is sold for$200 a quart. 
About five years ago the industrial cultiva- 
tion of the rose was introduced into Saxony, 
in the neighborhood of Leipsic. Fifteen acres 
ef the Provence roses are under cultivation 
now in that place. India also produces a 
small quantity of essence of roses of a high 
perfume, but it is not exported.

Pestalogzi and His Pupils at the Famous 
SBhool.

Pestalozzi had 150 pupils and forty student 
teachers. The masters were not id, but 
their wants were supplied, and if one of 
them wanted acoat or a pair of shoes he 
took the money for it. Lessons commenced 
before a. -» and, after breakfast, 

they began again, ut only 
till 10, o’clock, din- 
ner of soup, meat and vegetables, and lesson 
again from 1:30 to4. The pupils were allo 
to take their afternoon meal, consisting of 
cheese, fruit or bread and butter, wherever 
they liked, in the fields, by the lake or in the 
arden of the cestie, where every child had 
is little plot. From six to eight more les- 
sons, and then supper. 

Pestalozzi often used to take the pupils 
singly into a corner of his room and ask them 
in a low voice if they had not somet 
tell him, some question to put to him, e 
tried to gain their confidence, to find 
out if they were happy. what pleased 
or what vexed them. ere sere often 
festivals, the test of which wason Pes- 
taiozzi’s birthday, Jan. 12. Songs were com- 

ed and sung in his honor, and branches of

woods. Someof the mottoes ran thus: ‘‘In 
summerj you bring us to see nature, bt 
we bring nature to you.’’ On the fortieth an- 
niversary of ‘‘Father Pestalozzi’s’’ marriage 
Sept. 30, 1809—there were os rejoicings 
beautiful songs, 8 discourse y Niederer, and 
a grand supper for people, wed a 
dance opened by Pesta and his wife. She 
lived 1815, and her tombstone may be seen 
in the cemetery of Yverdon.

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THE DUTY OF PRIMARY JUDGES. 

Any election judge at the primaries to- 
morrow who reads the primary law, and 
has common sense enough to grasp the in- 
tent and meaning of it, and wants to do 
his sworn duty fairly, will not be influ- 
enced by the Hoodlum Counselor’s advice 
to make a ridiculous farce of both the law 
and the primary. 

If any vote is challenged on the ground 
that the person offering the ballotis for 
any reason disqualified to vote at that 
time and place, it is forthe judges to de- 
cide whether fidelity to the intent of the 
law requires them to reject or receive the 
ballot. 

If the person, by his own statements or 
otherwise, satisfies them that#he is 
qualified and in good faith claim- 


ing the right to vote as a Demo- 
crat, itis their duty to accept and count 


his ballot in spite of the challenge. 

If he fails to satisfy them on that point— 
and especially if he refuses to be ques- 
tioned, and does not deny that heis a Re- 
publican or that he voted at Saturday’s 
primaries—it is their duty to reject his 
ballot.

real candidate of the railroad attorneys. 

That the latter have two or more strings

He was accom- 
panied by Ferd Rohlfing of the First Ward, 
ex-Sheriff John Henry Pohlman of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward and other Neutenants,. 

‘*What sort ofa convention do you antici- 
pate, he was asked.

MRE. DRAYTON’S FRIENDS MAKE LONDON 
WARM FOR HIM. 


eee = 


How He Broke His Promise to Cease His 
Attentions—Col. Tom Ochiltree In- 
volvedinthe Controversy—The Letter 
Which Fox Thought Might Be His 


Last. 

LONDON, April 26.—The duel between Ed- 
ward Foxand H. Alsop Borrowe, fought last 
Saturday in Belgium, has revived the droop- 
ing interest in the Drayton-Borrowe scandal. 
It also makes extremely probable a hostile 
meeting between Borrowe and Col, Tom 
Ochiltree of Texas, who, since Borrowe's 
return to London, has taken pains to speak 
in terms of the greatest contempt of his for- 


mer friend. 

Mrs. Drayton’s friends now make public 
facts regarding her attitude towards Bor- 
rowe just preceding the expose of the scan- 
dal. After the agreement with her husband 
that she would not again see Borrowe, as 
bas before been stated, Drayton and his 
wife left New York and came to London. Bor- 
rowe followed soon after. When he first 
Came to London Mrs. Drayton steadily re- 
fused tosee him, but at his persistent en- 
treaty she finally arranged a meeting at the 
Midland Grand Hotel, the last place in Lon- 
don where Coleman Drayton would be likely 
to look for them unless he had been givena 
timely tip, but he did diseover them. 

At this interview Berrowe solemnly prom- 
ised Mrs. Drayton that he would return to 
New York within twenty-four hours. She 
has never seen him since. Borrowe did not 
keep his promise. Hehung around London 
for two weeks, knowlng perfectly well that in 
doing so he was irreparably injuring Mrs, 
Drayton by creating the impression that he 
was lingering here to be with her, 

When Mrs. Drayton learned that Borrowe 
was still in London she appealed to Gen. Wil- 
liams and to two other friends to induce him 
to start for New York at ajl hazard. 
pleaded that by remaining here Borrowe was 
utterly ruining her only Guance of reconcilia- 
tion with her parents, husband and chil- 
dren. 

This was stated to Borroéwe in vigorous 
language. He again promised to sall and 
again broke his ppomise. One of Mrs. Dray- 
ton’s, meeting Borrowe in a restaurant some 
days afterward, told him plainly what he 
thought of him. 

Not until Borrowe learned that Coleman 
Drayton had sailed would heleave London. 
In fact, he has acted from first to last witha 
supreme disregard of Mrs. Drayton’s inter- 
ests or her reputation. 

These facts, which are now industriously 
circulated by Mr. Drayton’s friends, are plac- 
ing Borrowe in amuch worse. position than 
he was prior to the duel with Fox, 

The papers here print this morning what 
Duelist Edward Fox probably believed at the 
time of its writing might be his ante-mortem 
statement of his part in the Drayton-Borrowe 
scandal. Fox is said to have remarked after 
the duel that if Borrowe did not like the 
statement he (Fox) is willing to fight again. 
This is the document: 


HOTEL Dr. EUROPE, ANTWERP, April 23. 4a. m. 
—The time has arrived when I feel it necessary to 
explain my connection with the Drayton-Borrowe 
scandal, as I think it due to my friends that they 
should know the true story of how I became identi- 
fied with the trouble. was asked by Col. Tom 
Ochiltree if I would act as second for a4 gentieman 
who had become embroiled in a quarrel in reference 
to a lady who was being persecuted by her hus- 
I declined to ave anything to d 
matter, but the Colonel was 
very persistent and explained that the 
— interested belonged to such well-knowu 
amiliesin New York that the report of the fight 
would prove a very valuable newspaper article, and 
that I would have the exclusive story. With this 
inducement I finally consented to act, and was intro- 
duced to Mr. Hallet Alsop Borrowe and left for Paris 
carrying a letter of introduction from Col, Ochiltree 
to Mr. Harry Vane Milbank. It was thoroughly un- 
derstood atthe time thatifthe fignt came off or if 
anything was to be given tothe newspapers that I 
was to have the benefit of it. Nothing could have 
been more courteous than the prom pt and gracious 
in which Mr, Milbank reed 
his assistance, and the usi- 
ness was finally concluded by our 
declining to allow Mr. Borrowe to meet Mr. Drayton 
for reasons that have already been printed. On our 
return to London I had the correspondence type- 
written and several copies were made, as Mr. Bor- 
rowe wished some of his friends to know exactly 
what had transpired..I was given one of those 
copies, and the question of pu>lication was discussed 
On several occasions. 
e day that Mr. Borrowe left for Awerica I 
talked with him as to the publication of these letters, 
and he said: *‘Use your own judgment, andif you 
find that the newspapers are getting the story in any 
arbled form, print the entire correspondence, leay- 
ng ut that portion of Scholi’s 
opinion that refers te a_iady. I can not 
swear to the exact language, but lam positive as to 
what he desired to express, On the following day 
Col. Ochiltree came to me and said that two news- 
aper correspondents hed calied on him and asked 
or information on the Drayton-Borrowe matter, and 
1 was also shown a dispatch from New York to a Lon- 
don correspondent asking for full particulars about 
**the Drayton-Borrowe duel.’’ I was then advised by 
Col. Ochiltree to cive the correspondence for pub- 
lication, and I gave ittea correspondent of a New 
York paper, as Mr. Borrowe had told him in 
my presence that I was authorized to give it 
to him whenever it looked as if the newspa- 
pers had ot hold of the story. The corre- 
spondent has already published his account of his 
interview with Mr. Borrowe and the statement he 
made to him authorizing me to give the correspond’ 
ence for publication. (Col, Ochiltree has also, in an 
interview, stated that he was present 
when the question of the publication of the letters 
was discussed, and that he knew thatI was author- 
ized to deliver them to the press whenever I 
found there was a possibility of their ob- 
taining a disconnected story. There are sev- 
eral gentiomen in London to whom Mr, 
Borrowe told the whole story, and there was always 
the chance of their being interviewed and ina care- 
less way telling what they knew, so that a garbled 
version of the affair was liable to be printed at any 
moment, Within afew hours I shali meet Mr. Bor- 
rowe, and incase thereis any serious resujt I write 
these few lines in order that my friends in America 
may know the actual facts; and Jam sure that those 
that have known me asa journalist will remember 
that I never broke faith in regard to a news item.

LITTLE CHARLIE M’OOMAS. 


A Gentleman Who Was at Silver City 
Tells the Story of the Massacre. * 
BISMARCK, Mo., April 26.—The SstyparY 
Post-DIsPaTCH account of the murder of 
Judge McComas anda his wife, and the abduc- 
tion of their little son Charley, attracted the 
attention of a resident of this city, who was 
in the Government service at the time of the 
raid and massacre by the Apaches in New 
Mexico in 1883. This gentleman says that the 
crime was not committed by Geromino’s 
band, but by, Chiefs Locas and Namas. He re- 
lates the circumstances ag they came under 
his observation in this way: 
‘*‘The massacre occurred at the mouth of 


Thompson Canyon, between Silver City and 
Lordsburg. Fromthe position in which the 
bodies were discovered, it was found that 
Mrs. McComas was the first murdered, hav- 
ing been shot through the forehead and fallen 
from tne buggy. 

*‘Seelng that his wife was killed the Judge 
endeavored to escape with his child, but at a 
distance of 76 or 100 yards from where his 
wife fell one of his horses was shot. 

‘*‘He then abandoned the buggy and with 
his boy in his arms strove to reach the foot- 
hills and find shelter therein. When half 
way up the side of one he, too, was shot 
down, and, if memory seryes me ‘right, re- 
ceived two or three wounds. The boy was 
carried off by the Indians. 

**The massacre occured in the afternoon, 
and the bodies of Judge and Mrs. McComas 
were discovered by a ranchman, who re- 
ported the finding of the bodies at rdsburg 
before midnight. Before daybreak Troops E 
and M of the Fourth Cavalry, who happened 
to be at Lordsburg at the time, were on the 
scene of the trouble. The murderers, how- 
ever, had escaped and no trace of littte 
Charlie was to be found. After the 
Indians had surrendered and been returned 
to the reservation surviving members of the 
band that had committed the McComas out- 
rage reported that little Charley becoming 
- Saran on the way, he had been dashed to 

eath. 

‘*Some of the surviving members of this 
band later on joined Geronimo, as they be- 
longed to the same tribe of Apaches, but 
Geronimo was not on the war pathat the 
time Judge and Mrs. McComas were killed.’’

QUEER BANKING, 


A West Superior Concern Loses Through 
Ite Officers. 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis. , April 25.—The Superior 
National Bank opened about six months ago 
with A. A. Cadwallader, President, and J. H. 
Hallowell, cashier, both of Pennsylvania. 
The capital was contributed equally by local 
capitalists and Pennsylvania people, friends 
and relatives of the officers named. A week 
ago Hallowell went East suddenly, but this 
attracted noattention. It is now said his de- 
parture was unannounced and preceded by a 


special meeting of the directors. Friday 
hight at 10 0’clock the directors called at the 
office of the Morning Leader and desired it 
announced that Cadwallader had resigned as 
President and Thomas G. Alvord had been 
elected. Also that the office of assistant 
cashier had been created and filled by Henry 
Peterson. When shown the dispatch yester- 
day stating that Hallowell had been ar- 
rested, the directors claimed they knew 
nothing about it. 

Last evening, however, they made publica 
statement charging irreguiarities against 
both Hallowell and Cadwallader but nothing 
criminal. both are under bond, furnished by 
the Philadelphia Surety Co. in $40,000, is 
alleged they have been using the bank’s 
money. The total amount is, Hallowelil’s, 
$27,000, and Cadwallader’s, $22,000. 

The directors notified the Surety company 
that they should hola them responsible, and 
it is supposed they caused Hallowell’s asrest. 
The bank is safe. Cadwallader has been here 
allalong. Late yesterday afternoon it was 
reported tothe directors that Cadwallader 
was about to leave town and the 
sheriff was sent to the outgoingtrain to ar- 
rest him, but returned, saying Cadwallader 
waé not on the train, At the Broadway Hotel, 
where Cadwallader boarded, it was stated 
that he took the train for Chippewa Falls to 
consult his attorney,that he went openly,and 
will return this morning.

‘James MeOann’s Trial Will Be, Begun 
| To-Morrow. 


TO-DAY SESSION OF COURT OCCUPIED 
IN IMPANELING A JURY. 


The Slayer of Hugh Gorham Pale and 
Wretched Looking When Brought 
Into Oourt—An Array of Witnesses— 
The Political Murder and the Feud 
Which Grew Out of It. 

a 


James McCann will go on trial for his life in 
the Criminal Court Thursday morning. The 
charge'ls murder in the first degree for shoot- 
ing Hugh J. Gorham in James H. Cronin’s sa- 
loon, 1018 Market street, on the afternoon 
of Oct. 6last year. Gorham died the follow- 
ing morning. In political circles and about 
the Four Courts this is known as ‘*De Push’’ 
case because ofthe number of ward pull- 
ticians and City Hall attaches mixed up in 
it or interested in the principals and 
witnesses. The murder occurred in the 
saloon of Jim Cronin, a member of the House 
of Delegates, in the presence of acrowd of 
hangers on and would-be politicians. Onlya 
few ofthe thirty witnesses summoned toap- 
pear to-day reported and among them Dele- 
gate Cronin. Among witnesses summoned are 
Charles J. Fox, Deputy Marshal; Fred Olsen, 
1018 Market street; Anthony Gorham, a 
brother; John Mooney, Dr. Brennan, 
John Sweeney, James H, Cronin, 
saloonkeeper ; Thomas Carroll, Fire 
Alarm office; Capt. George Conrad, 
Thomas O’Brien, Wm. Howe, A. E. Furber, 
David Hoover, Lon Seymour, Chas. Murphy, 
B. McOarthy, Ed Hughes, Ed Cuthbert, Chas. 
Gesell, Eugene Harrington, Chas. Mason, 
Georgie Deppert and Fay Rosenbrough. 

It was generally understood that the case 
could not goto trial to-day, as a panel of 
forty-seven jurors had to be selected, chal- 
lenged and questioned and a trial jury of 
twelve drawn from the panel. As the de- 
fense has forty-eight hours in which to 
Challenge the panel of forty-seven jurors 
the Court instructed the Sheriff to excuse 
witnesses until Thursday morning, and or- 
dered the attorneys to proceed with the 
selection ofthe jury. Gov. Chas. P. Johnson 
and‘Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop appear 
fo¥ the State, and Messrs. Krum and Ben F. 
Clark for McCann, the defendant. 

M’CANN PALE AND WRETCHED LOOKING. 

McCann has been in jail since the indict- 
ment was returned by the Grand-jury last 
October. He walked out of the cage when 
called this morning pale and wretched look- 
ing. Hiseyes were redand swollen and he 
seemed quite uneasy but asthe challenge 
prosreniee he became more at ease and 
istened very attentively tothe questions of 
the attorneys and the replies of the jury. 

About one hundred and fifty citizens out of 
a venire of 200 werein court in answer to the 
jury summons, The Sheriff knowing of the 
wide acquaintance of McCann and Gorham 
ordered a special venire of 
fifty for this week and his 
deputies secured service on three-fourths of 
the men mentioned on the list. 

J. W. Goodenough, L. Bowman, W. Hickey, 
R. Jones, W. H. Long and Harvey Miller were 
excused on the plea that they were opposed 
to capital punishment and Gerhardt WII- 
sluesen, a resident of this State for twenty- 
four years, and William Young of N. O. 
Nelson Manufacturing Co., a resident of 
this country two anda half years, were ex- 
cased onthe plea thatthey were not citi- 
zens. Shortly afternoon the attorneys se- 
cured the necessary panel of forty-seven. 

THE CRIME AND THE PRINCIPALS, 

Hugh J. Gorham was a saloon-keeper of 
Sixth and Market streets for several years, 
and sold out to Martin Henry for $2,000. On 
the night ofthe sale he became drunk and 
lost a $1,000 bill. “As McCann was with him he 
charged McCann with thetheft, and called 
on him at Furber’s several times to 
make him pay it. At 1:30 o’clock 
on the morning of Oct. 6 he again called on 
McCann, and, after demanding the money, 
firedathim. That afternoon while Gorham 
was in Cronin’s saloon, 1013 Market street 
McCann walked in the back way and opene 
fire on his former friend. Gorham fell with 
five bullets in his bodyand he died the next 
morning. 

3 IT CAUSED A FEUD. 

No murder in recent years created so much 
bitter feeling between the friends of the 
principals than the Gorham killing. For 
weeks after the event cutting scrapes and 
slugging matches occurred almost nightly in 
tne down town saloons and dives, between the 
followers of McCann and Gorham 
who became involvea ina dispute over the 
good qualities of theirchampions, and fail- 
ing to agree resorted to physical argument. 
The feud began the night following the 
murder of Oct. 6. Arthur Furber, for 
whom McCann worked as bartender, made 
a bet that the Coroner would not hold Mc- 
Cann. Mike Howard, a First Ward politician, 
on hearing of the bet, went into Furber’s sa- 
loon. He proclaimed his friendship for 
Gorham and offered to take the bet that Mc- 
Cann would not be held. He had no sooner 
made the remark than he was knocked 
senseless tothe floor with aniron cuspidor 
in the hands of someone behind him. ina 
few moments he recovered and tried to fight 
but the crowd threw him out of the place and 
kicked and beat himalmost lifeless. Tioom 
Wand happening along at the _ time, 
picked Howara up and drove with him to the 
Jispensary, where Dr. Steinmetz dressed his 
wounds. Howard was confined several 
weeks before his physician would allow him 
to step out; 

O’BRIEN-EHRMAN FIGHT. 

On the evening of Oct. 8 John Ehr- 
man, a friend of the late Gor- 
ham, was in O’Brien & Harrington’s 
dive, Seventh and Pine streets, when a dis- 
cussion of the murder occurred. Ehrman 
called McCann vile names and defended the 
characterofGorham. This angered O’Brien, 
one of the proprietors, and he is said to 
have knocked Khrman_ senseless’ with 
a soda bottle and then kicked 
him out into the street. The 
services of Dr. Steinmetz, the night physi- 
clan at the tlme were again called for. Ehr- 
man refused to prosecute O’Brien and the 
case was dropped. 

The most serious affray between the follow- 
ers of the two bartenders occurred in Ed 
Dieterle’s den -a 21 South Seventh street, on 
the night of Oct. 10. John Murray, a 
cook ‘at the St. Clair Hotel, Thira 
and Market.streets, met James Connors, a 
tobacco factory hand,in the saloon and when 
the ‘*‘McCann-Gorham’’ case was mentioned 
Murray expressed his opinion of the deceased 
Gorham. Connors had been a warm friend 
of. Gorham, and avenged the insult 
at once by plunging a knife 
into Murray’s body. He was arrested and 
locked up. Dr. Steinmitz, who was called . 
on almost every night for two weeks after the 
murder, to sew up a ‘‘McCann-Gorham’’ 
victim, attended to Murray’s wounds and 
sent him home., A number of cutting scrapes 
occurred during the two weeks following the 
murder, as the injured men were taken tothe 
Dispensary, but.refused to give their names 
or state where the fight occurred.

Interesting Statistics for the Past Year in 
St. Louis—The Losses Heavy. 


Whipple’s Fire Reporter has issued its annual 
report giving some interesting facts and fig- 
ures concerning the fires and insurance 
losses in Sts Louis: for the past year and 
some comparativé tables of previous years. 


For the twelve monthg@ending Jan. 1,1892, the 
total loss by fire was $2,717,079.96. The insur- 
ance on the property was $9,659,181.86 and the 
losses paid by tHe insurance ‘companies, 
$2,662,431.37, The heayiest losses were in 
November when they amounted to $1 ,002, 990. 62 
and the lightest ia October when they were 
a4 $34,108.96. 

The total alarms sentin amounted to 1,055, 
the most being in September, when they 
numbered 122, andthe least in March, when 
the gong rang only 56 times, 

In the classification of places where fires 
occurred, brick buildings lead with 679, frame 
buildings follow with 263 and sheds come 
next with 155.

MR. KENDRICK’S RETURN FROM MEXICO.

The M 


Opening Up of the Fertile 
Oaxaca. 

Mr. C. A. Kendrick has returned from Mex- 
ico after an absence of sixty days. He spent 
most of his time on the Pacific coast, making 
his headquarters at Guaymas. This is the 
third trip to that country he has made within 
the last fifteen months, and on one of them 
he extended his tour as far south as Peru, 
South America, and the next time visited the 
WestIndies. Mr. Kendrick is now the owner 
of considerable real estate in Mexico, having 
recently eee a half interest in a coffee 
plantation of about six thousand acresin the 
State of Oaxaca. He says that the railroad 
between Puebla and the city of Oaxaca is 
nearly finished and that it will open up 
the finest portion of Mexico: ‘*For 
richness of soil, don’t think 
the State of Oaxaca can be beat,’’ said Mr. 
Kendrick this morning. ‘‘Four pounds of 
coffee are produced to a tree, oras much 
as in Guatemala, and s0 far the coun- 
try has been practically out of the market on 
account ofthe lack of transportation facill- 
ties, the coffee lands lying some distance 
from the coast. The climate of Oaxaca is the 
finest, I believe, in the world, or atleastlI 
have seen nothing anywhere else that equals 
it. The completion of the rallroad will be 
celebrated next September in grand style, 
The City of Oaxaca is President Diaz’s native 
place and of course he will be there. The 
city has about one hundred thousand people 
andthe boom has hardly commenced yet. 
The new railroad is to be extended to Tehuan- 
tepec and will bein direct connection: with 
the proposed Pan-American rail route from 
the United States to the South American re- 
publics.’’
